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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 5-10 are pending in this application. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on October 3, 2001 was 
noted and the submission is in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. 
Accordingly, the examiner has considered the information disclosure statement. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 5-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Miyamoto et al. (JP Pat. Application No. 63-66109). 

Miyamoto teaches a skin cosmetic having a skin-beautifying effect. The 
composition contains traumatic acid, which is contained in the pods of kidney beans. 
The traumatic acid can be extracted from the kidney beans by heating the plant in water 
or in an organic solvent such as alcohol, ether, benzene or chloroform. The suitable 
amount of traumatic acid that is incorporated into the composition is in the range of 
0.01-2 wt% based on the total amount of skin cosmetic material. The cosmetic material 
can be utilized in lotions, milky lotions, creams and facial packs. Finally, the

composition is used to repair or improve the inherent skin function and maintain the 
healthy condition of skin and the effect is particularly recognizable when the materials 



is silent on using the composition for treating suppressing wrinkle formation, it is known 
to one of ordinary skin that wrinkles are a product of aging skin.
